the Boord’s officers. He had not besn 
long on the Board, but had been invited 
seven years ego to join it and thon went 
very carefully into the question of the 
Bosrd’s officers and powers; and one of 
his reasone for declining to join the Board 
was that he thought it had not the powers to 
do the work required of it, At the pra- 
sent day he atill thought so, A great 
many of the difficultics between the 
Board and the Public Works Department 
could have bean avoided by giving the 
Board proper powers, especially on the 
point of dealing with the Drainage Depart- 
ment as with a private individual when- 
ever a ouidsnce occurred from the drains.

HONGKONG VOLUNTEER CORPS.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward for 
Youur Excellency's information the report 
of Colonel Macdonell, Royal Artillery, on 
his inspection of the Hongkong Volunteer 
Curps in May last, and also the annual 
report by the Acting Commandant, dated 
1th ultimo. 

Tt will be nean that out of the 92 mem- 
bere of the Corps, 61 are reported as ef- 
ficient. 

In view of the short time that the now 
Corps hes been in existence in ite present 
form, and the difficu'ties they have had to 
sontend with, the Inspecting Officer's report 
may be considered fairly satisfactory. It 
poiats to aome shortcomings which will, 
TL trust, be rectified in tha coming year. 

The substitution of brown leather belts 
in the Artillery for tho buff belts at present 
worp. would be an improvement, but it 
would entail an expense which ia perhaps 
hardly justified at present, and I undoretand 
that steps will be taken to improve upon 
the present syatom of cleaning them.

Japan has to toko account, though just 
at progont tho Japanese do not seam to bo 
aware of it, uf the viows, interests, ond not 
improbabla interference, of the European 
Powors. Thoy can herdly suppose they 
would be pormitted—ovon if they wore 
w' oly victorious in a war with Chica—to 
arrange matters in Coron entirely according 
to their own liking. They would have to 
bear the blows, and to put up- with the 
cost, only to find benevolent noutrals some- 
what exacting when peace had finally to ba 
arranged, Above all, they must bo care- 
ful bow their operations clash with the 
tights of European States. It appaara that 
the Kowshing was flying the British fag 
at the timo it was assailed and sunk For 
this outrage, if it be substantiated, on our 
fellow-subjects they will have to reckon 
with.our Government, noria therain the 
attendant circumstances of the incident, co 
far as they have come to light, any reason 
why wo should uot ogsert our position in 
the mozt uncompromising manner, This 
may be taken asa sample of the claims that 
will bo advanced and enforvad, so long as 
Japan persists in carrying on hostilities 
against China without s formal Declara- 
tion of War.—Standard.

so enormous that, were it not for certain 
restraining inflnences, wa shonid very 
shortly be overwhelmed with them. In 
twenty-four hours tho’ total number origi- 
nating-from one single bacterinm exceeded 
sixteen and a-half millions, and ‘aftera 
woek the number could only be expressed 
by figeres of ‘fifty-one places, For- 
tuuately fox ue, however, bacteria had. to

After the war 
between France and Germany the returo 
on new outlay of aapital eas at first ao largo 
that the rise in money wages wan disra- 
garded; the extension of railroads, of 
cultivated soil, of machinery, worke, and 
plant in distant countriea soon brought 
capital abroad into competition with capital 
at home ; but the fall to ‘prices which ‘the 
accompanying increase of production helped 
to cause continually tended to augment the 
real wages of labowr. At last’ we find the 
return on capital reduced excerdingly ;
